Charge in Weight W rought by Differ- 


encec in Hot and Cold Weather Said 


to Affect Pressure on Earth on Lake 


Erie— Delicate 
Instrument» 
Reveal 


Difference. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 4.—A scientific 
explanation of a mysterious tilting of 
the earth's crust along the shore of 
Lake Erie, a phenomenon which is 
unknown to most people and may have 
seriously affected the manufacture o( 
delicate instruments, was discovered 
by Father Frederick 
Odenbach, as­ 
tronomer at St. IgnatiuB college. 


Affects Bowling and Billiard». 
While this tilting has not been se­ 
rious, Father Odenbach 
declares it 
may have been sufficient to make a 
difference In the adjustment of sensi­ 
tive astronomical and surveyors’ in­ 
struments unless allowance was made 
for the geo-physical leaning. 
It may 
also have - affected 
the 
success of 
ciack howlers on supposedly "dead 
level” alleys and the playing of bil­ 
liards and pool experts on tables pre- 
g'Tned to he perfectly level. 
The “leaning,” which is a regular 
thing, according to the local savant, 
is caused by nothing more mysterious 
than an increase in 
the weight of 
Lake Erie, which, by tlie way, Is a 
figure for a Titan’s brain to conjuro 
with. 


Weather Changes Water’s Weight. 
The astronomer made th0 discovery 
as the result of long observation of a 
hrrlzontal pendulum 
which records 
filtmgs. 
It came to him suddenly that 
a very slight difference in the weight 
of water in summer and in winter 
might have some thing to do with ;t. 
He found that the 
area of Lake 
Erie was 10,000 
square milcr., tho 
n*c an depth 90 
feet 
and that the 
square miles equaled 27,87s,U’O square 
feei. 
A little multiplication told him 
the number of cubic feet of water In 
Lake Lrio was onlv 25,090,560 mil­ 
lion. 
Carrying this simple figure in his 
herd, Father Odenbach consulted rec 
ordf 
which .showed 
¡he mean high 
tenpcrature of the water in August 
to be 75 degrees and tho mean low 
temperature in February 3.3 degrees 
TTi 
foil'd that the difference be 
tween the weight of a cubic foot of 
water in summer and in winter is 
.110 pound 
and that the total weight 
of the water in tho lake in February 
was 1.37s',980,800 tons great er than in 
At gust.
